GLOSSARY 


Area Graph — Modified line graph. Areas under the line are 
filled with patterns and color. 

Aspect Ratio — The ratio of height to width. For a slide, the 
aspect ratio is 2:3. An overhead transparency is 4:5. 

Bar Graph — Uses bars of different heights or lengths to 
compare numeric data. 

Bit Map — Scanned and "paint" program images are bitmaps. 
When fonts are used that are not supported by our output 
devices, bitmap representations of the type will be imaged, 
resulting in rough, jagged looking text. 

Data Group — One set of numbers, such as a company's sales 
figures for the past eight years. Sometimes more than one 
data group is used in a slide, e.g. sales figures for eight years 
are shown for three different divisions of a company. Each 
data group (the three divisions) could be represented by a 
different color in the slide. 

Export — To save a computer file in a particular format for 
importing into another program. Useful when transferring 
files for inclusion in new slides. 

Fill Color — The color that is used to fill an object. 

Fill Pattern — The pattern that is used to shade the area inside 
an object. 

Film Recorder — A device that converts computer files to 
photographic images on film. 

Graduated Fill — A fill in which one color smoothly blends 
into another color. 

Import — Bring computer data (spreadsheet, text, graphics) 
into another computer program. 

Line Graph — Uses a continuous line whose height at any 
point represents a numeric value. 

Overhead Transparency — Like a large slide, these 8X10" 
transparencies (also called viewgraphs) are presented with 
an overhead projector. 

PICT — A graphics file format created by many graphics 
programs. We can import and edit PICT files and include 
them in presentation slides. We can also output PICT files to 
our film recorders. 

Resolution — The sharpness of the output, generally de- 
scribed in number of pixels. Our film recorders output at 
4000 pixels. 

Scanning (also Digitizing) — Converts photographs and re- 
flective art (printed pages, logos, etc) to computer data for 
use in a presentation slide or other computer graphic. 
Scrapbook — A way to save Macintosh text and graphics. 
Useful for transferring files to us for imaging. 

Screen Show — A "slide" presentation viewed on a computer 
monitor. All the presentation slides we produce can be 
viewed individually, or in sequence, on a Macintosh com- 
puter with the appropriate software. 

Speaker Notes — Black and white printed pages containing 
a slide miniature, slide title, or text and graphics that you can 
refer to during a presentation.

OVERHEAD TRANSPARENCIES 


Three types of Overheads are offered. We can image 
directly from computer files at 4K resolution. The 
quality is exceptional, and is recommended if there are 
photo scans included. If you provide us with existing 
slides, or first have your files imaged to slides, we can 
produce Overheads optically. These are also high 
quality, and less expensive. For Overheads from our 
OCE printer, see Color Thermal Prints, next page.

We use the OCE Color Postscript printer for highest 
quality, 300 dpi color prints from Postscript files. Both 
Macintosh and PC files are printed. The printer also 
supports the four-color Pantone Matching System for 
simulation of Pantone printing ink colors. These colors 
can be specified in programs such as Aldus Freehand 
and Adobe Illustrator. 

We can also print on transparent film, for quick, inex- 
pensive overheads.

SOFTWARE COMPATIBILITY 


We digitize your logo, artwork, photographs, and 
35MM slides and provide PICT or TIFF files for use in 
your computer graphics program. Since 24-bit color 
scans at high resolution are large (4 Mb+), Syquest 
removeable disks are recommended. Lower resolu- 
tion scans will fit on high density floppy disks.

TIP: A great way to work with large graphics files , such as 
scans , is with Kodak Colorsqueeze software. This software 
compresses graphics files up to 50:1 and makes transfer (via 
disks and modem) and storage much easier. If you use 
Colorsqueeze , let us know so we can de-compress your files.

APPLICATION NOTES 

Creating graphics that produce good imaging results 
can be tricky. Here are some recommendations that 
will help. For specific information on your software, 
call Bob von Liski at (415) 527-6900. 

Image Size— It is essential that you create your 
graphics on a page size that is proportional to the 
output size you desire. Here are some guidelines: 

Slides... Many programs offer 35MM page size as 
an option in Page Setup. If yours doesn't, simply 
choose a size proportional to 2:3 horizontal, such as 
6X9". Also, leave some extra room around the graphic 
because the slide mount will crop the sides slightly. 
Overheads ... Use a page size of 8X10". 

OCE Thermal Prints ... Any size up to 8.2X11" 
will work. The OCE will resize your graphic to fit. 

Photographic Color Prints .. .Use the actual print 
size you desire, or a page size that is proportional. 

EPS — Don't use Encapsulated PostScript® graphics 
or clip art if you intend to save and image as a PICT 
file. The EPS graphics will print as low resolution 
bitmaps. If you must use EPS graphics, save the file in 
PostScript format. 

FONTS — Use only typefaces listed on the next page. 
Other faces will image as jagged bitmaps. You may 
include other Adobe Type 1 fonts, but you must sup- 
ply us with the screen and printer fonts for imaging. 

Always be sure to tell us what fonts you have used.
